HEALTHY ( ATTLE. 


Misso u ri Co ws Declared to Be Free 
Fro m Tu b ercu lo sis. 


\'eterinarians and physicians of 
Kansas City and others wlio have a 
supervision of the health of the city 
are becoming interested, says the 
Kansas City Journal, in the fight 
of extermination that is being made 
in other states on bovine tuberculo- 


si.s. 
It i-' only of late years that 
the masses of the people have be­ 
gun to learn that consumption is 
contracted from drinking the milk 
of consumptive cows. 
It is now 
conceded 
by medical 
authorities 
that the deadly disease is not hered­ 
itary. 
If the mother is alllicted with it 
the child nurses the germs of the 
disease, but is not born with it. 
Tests made in eastern states where 
steps have been taken to stamp out 
the scourge by killing tuberculous 
cattle slo w that 12 and 15 percent 
of milch cows are atfiicted with the 
incurable malady. 
In N ew York, 
NIassachusetts, 
Pennsylvania and 
other eastern states the legislatures 
are appropriating from $50,000 to 
$250,000 annually to be used in re­ 
imbursing cattle owners for tuber­ 
culous cows killed by the health 
authorities. 
Thus far, nothing has been done 
by Missonri, for the very gratify­ 
ing reason the NIissouri is prac­ 
tically free from tuberculosis cattle. 
In the states where the war of 
extermination 
is 
being 
waged, 
every dairyman 
must 
furnish a 
health certificate for each animal 
on his place, showing that it is free 
from tuberculosis. 
In response to an inquiry the 
authorities at Jefferson C ity make 
the following answer : 
“ Missouri has no tuberculosis or 
other disease among cattle. 
Ten 
citizens 
can petition the county 
court for inspection by the veteri­ 
nary surgeon of cattle believed to 
be diseased, and the surgeon, after 
inspection, can have cattle killed 
or quarantined without consent of 
the 
owner. 
The 
governor can 
quarantine against cattle coming 
into the state. For killing diseased 
cattle the state pays not to exceed 
$30 a head. 
Nearly all cities have 
ordinances for 
the inspection of 
milk and condition of dairies, and 
the law is strictlv enforced.”

A Sunset Flight fro m Their Cav es Graphic­ 
ally Described. 
Tntcre?iing caves exi.st at ]rpa.2:at, 
2G miles up the Sahveen, from .Moiil- 
meiii. ill lUirnia. 
They are iiollowed 
out in the hase of an isolated lime- 
etoiie hill alioiit 250 feel higlu rising 
percipitously from the river, 
('apt. 
A. Ih S. Anderson. t!ie surgeon nat­ 
uralist, gives an interesting account 
of these caves in an Indian govern­ 
ment re| ) ort which is ahdr-uied by 
Natural Science. 
The entrance 
is 
about 12 feet high and i^ imich orna­ 
mented by lUiddhistic sculptures. 
As the sun was setting the party 
took their siand on the sand-pit fac­ 
ing the entrance of the caves and soon 
saw a pair of falcons leave their perch 
on the tree.- and fly to and fro over 
the ri ver. They were speedily joined 
]>y other bird-, 
including eonimon 
kites and jungle crows, and the en­ 
tire tloek. to tlie number of »',0 or 100, 
flew to the entrance of the eavei, 
close to wbieh they remaine<l*wlieel- 
ing about ill midair. 
A lew minutes 
later the bats began to i>sue in ones 
and twos, and were soon }) ur-ued by 
the birds of prey. 1nit appeared to 
have no great diiliculty in eluding 
capture by their ra]) id 
ami 
jerky 
flight, iind their pursuers made riode- 
tcnniiied or loiig-sin-taiiied eibuds to 
capture them, hut soon returned to 
their vigil over the cave. 
A minute or two passed and a sud­ 
den rush of wings was In^ardc and the 
bats were seen to emerge Irom the 
cave in a dense siream which .-lowly 
became more and more jiaeked and 
continued of about the same density 
for some ten minutes and then grad- 
iiallv thinned away, until, at the end 
of 20 minutes, the last had emerged. 
The stream of hats when at its max­ 
imum was ten feet srpiare and so 
dense as to closely resemble smoke 
pouring from a chimney in a gale of 
wind. 
Tliis resemhlaneo 
was 
in­ 
creased bv tlie slightly sinuous courbC 
pursued by the bats as they flew oil 
into the after-glow. 
They were so 
densely crowded that they irequently 
upset each other and fell helplessly 
into the river below, where tliey suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the bank, onlvto 
fall a prey to the expectant crow.

cable. 
But now’ comes the ‘'Ocean­ 
ic,” successfully launched last Janu­ 
ary, and dwarfs the former 
giant. 
The Great Eastern was G80 ieet long; 
the Oceanic is 704— three city Ijlocks! 
The Oceanic needs 22 ieet of water 
to float her, even wJien unloaded: 15 
suiliccd for the Great Kastern. 
The 
latter vessel displaced an amount of 
w’ater weighing 
1 1 ,8 4 4 
tons. 
The 
new ship adds G.200 tons to these tig” 
ures. 
She is G8 feet wide and 4 J f€*et 


deep. 
Tiie Oceanic is not expected to be 
very speedy, in which 
she 
differs 
from the ^Tlai-Lung,” a torpedo boat 
destroyer built in Germany for the 
Chinese 
government. 
This 
vessel 
made 4 0 .8 miles per hour in a heavy 
sea, which is by far the fastest time 
ever made by a boat, and is almost 
equal to railw’ay speed. 
It is pleasant to add, in speaking of 
ships, that ship building seems to 
have taken a new lease of life in this 
country. 
Many 
Americans 
regret 
that most of our enormous foreign 
trade is carried by vessels built and 
owned in other countries; but it is 
probable that this will not he for 
long. 
This country now ranks first 
in the production of steel, the ma­ 
terial used for the building of mod­ 
ern ships. Therefore, we ought to be 
able to compete with the world in this 
business.

By this time 
the Ghazi had wliceled on the road 
and W’as making another rush. 51 rs. 
Spence instantly stood between her 
husband and the man, and there re­ 
ceived the Grazi’s attack, whip in 
hand, cutting at him and his mare 
and calling out for help. 
B>y mak­ 
ing vigorous use of her whip slie kept 
the Ghazi off and drove him away. 
A second charge the Ghazi made was 
similarly repulsed, except that on 
this occasion the Ghazi’s cuts came 
more perilously near, and 5Irs. Spence 
was knocked down.

MYSTERY OF THE FOG. 


Curious Ex pcrietces in the Bay and City 
of San Francisco. 
Familiarity with the local 
phe­ 
nomena of fog has destroyed interest 
in them in the mind of the average 
San Franciscan, 
lie looks on with 
indifference almost daily through the 
summer season on the marshaling of 
the fleecy aerial hosts along the ocean 
shore line of the city; of the forcing 
of them of the Golden Gate, their as­ 
sault of the i\Iission Heights, their 
sweeping charge over tlie city; their 
ob scuration of the Contra 
Costa 
range, and their capture of the hay. 
The warning toots 
of 
tug^ 
steamers, and ferryb oats; the ring­ 
ing of alarm b ells at the 
various 
ferry landings, and the doleful cries 
of the Goat iHand and Point Bonita 
sirens have to him no special signifi­ 
cance. 
And yet tlicse familiar fog 
phenomena furnish Bret liarte with 
a theme for a piece of the finest de­ 
scriptive writing that ever 
flowed 
from his pen. 
Whence comes the great gray b ank 
of fog that is carried b y the strong 
western trade winds to the coast line 
and to the gates of the city with the 
setting of the summer sun is a matter 
of as much speculation as arc the 
causes of the trade 
winds 
b efore 
which the fog b ank is driven inland. 
It has b een inferred that the trade 
winds are created b y the heating of 
the great interior valleys and 
llie 
inrush of the colder air of the sea 
to supply the vacuum which the heat­ 
ing process produces. 
Ihus 
the 
warm air, which has b een laden with 
moisture b y solar evaporation far out 
at sea, is drawn inshore over the cold 
northern current that sweeps down 
the coast, condensing the vapor into 
a dense and chilling fog. 
While this phenomenon is present 
oil the greater part of the coast line, 
it is more conspicuous in the vicinity 
of San Francisco than any other part 
of it, which gives weight to the fore­ 
going theory of its origin, as 
the 
golden gate and the low-lying hills 
of the San Francisco peninsula fur­ 
nish an unob structed avenue for the 
aerial currents from the sea to enter 
the heated central b asin of the state, 
reducing the temperature of b oth day 
and night to that pleasant mean wliich 
makes the California climate match­ 
less among the climates of the earth, 
^ n d the dense rosewood forests which 
^ S e hi! along the coast from l^lon- 
terey b ay to the Oregon line draw 
‘ their sustenacc from the summer fog 
drift, for, as it passes through their 
tall tops, it is held and condensed in 
the emb race of their b ranciies into 
*•. a drizzle that drenches the soil in 
■‘^which the roots are grounded. 
tlie winter the mcteorologmal 
student finds in the fog drift in San 
Francisco b ay important and almost 
unfailing weather signs. Three con­ 
secutive foggy days and nights are 
almost invariab ly forerunners of a 
rainstorm. 
They are usually 
fol­ 
lowed b y a strong southeaster, whicii 
drives the fog out of the b ay and 
b rings with it the rain-hidcn clouds 
that have b een formed in the t.ult ol 
California to drench the earth over 
which they pass. 
To the San Francisco fisherman tlie 
fog drift is an open b ook. He knows 
through its signs tlie condition of the 
weather in the outer roadstead with­ 
out consulting either the weather b u­ 
reau or the lookout at the Point Lo­ 
b os signal station. 
If the b ay is full 
of fog and a strong b reeze is ruilling 
its waters, he knows that it is in nine 
chances out of ten 
comparatively 
calm outside and prob ab ly clear. 
If 
the fog b ank ex tends like a wall from 
the Golden Gate to the 
Lerkelcy 
shore, while the rest of the b ay is 
clear, he knows that tlie outer road­ 
stead is calm, b ut b anked with fog, 
which, later in the day; will he driven 
inshore 1 v the trade wind, llis move­ 
ments and operations are governed 
largely b y the fog signs with which 
he is so familiar, and much of his im­ 
munity from disaster is due to this 


fog craft. 
When the fog settles on the hay not 
only are all landmarks shut out of 
the ferry master’s vision, b ut the mys­ 
terious influence of fog on the trans­ 
mission of sound is so deceptive that 
the location of the siren s i s a l s and 
the steam whistles of moving craft 
is uncertain and often misleading. 
It is actually on record that the sound 
of the fog b ell at one of the ferrj 
landings was not heard on one of the 
ferryb oats on two recent occapons 
when the nose of the b oat was within 
100 feet of the slip, and a complaint 
was lodged against the man whose 
duty it was to ring the hell on the 
presumption that he was not per­ 
forming it. And yet there was posi- 
tive proof furnished on b oth occa- 
sions that the b ell was going, b ut 
the sound failed to penetrate the fog 
and drifted inshore to the perú of 


the ship. 
It has b een sliown in evi­ 
dence also that a steaml'oat’s whistle 
was heard on one side wnen tlie ves­ 
sel actually occupied the opposite po­ 
sition. 
Among other curious phenomena 
relating to fog is the fact that all 
fogs are not alike, either in dcn.^ity 
or iniluenee. 
Ocean fogs oiler very 
little troub le to b ay navigation for 
the reason that tliey drift in irregu­ 
larly and contain frequent lireaks 
tliroiigli which the lookout can see 
400 or 500 yards ahead. 
A land of 
marsh fog is what the navigators of 
inland waters dread. 
It often limits 
the \ision to less than one-half the 
length of the craft.— San Francisco

BRECKINRIDGE CONSULTED. 


Important Occasion When a Vice Presi­ 
dent’s Opinion Was Asked. 
Former Vice President Stevenson 
used to tell a story which John G. 
Breckinridge had told to him to il­ 
lustrate the traditional relations b e­ 
tween the president and the 
man 
whose ])rincipal b usiness it is to wait 
for the possib le death of the presi­ 
dent, in order that he may lake the 
president's chair, says the 
Boston 
llerakl. 
Breckinridge said that Buchanan 
never consulted him ab out any im­ 
portant matter, although as a Ken­ 
tuckian. having the coniidencc of 
most of the southern leaders, he felt 
that his advice might at times have 
liecn valuab le to the president. 
In 
the early fall of 18 G0, when Buclian- 
an's term was nearing an end, amid 
the gathering clouds of war, A ice 
President Breckinridge received an 
urgent summons to the white house. 
He responded at once, thinking that 
at last the president wanted his ad­ 
vice on the momentous 
questions 
then pending. 
When he arrived he 
was shown into the president s room, 
and Air. Buclianan, who was alone, 
called his private secretary and in­ 
structed him to see that the\ were 
not disturb ed during the important 
conference which was to follow. 
When tlie private secretary 
had 
withdrawn the president unlocked 
the private drawer in his desk, took 
out a manuscript, sat down 
wuth 
great solemnity, and said to 
A ice 
'Prefldent Breckinridge in his most 
impressive manner: “ 1 wanttouHid 
you the drift of my Tlianksghing 
(lay jmoelamatioii, and tc'» get }<>nr 
opinion of it.'' 
The vice president controlled his 
facial muscles, listened attentively 
and seriously, made some 
coinpli- 
mentarv remarks ab out the impor­ 
tant (locnmont. and, with his ciistom- 
arv courtesy, b owed and smiled b is 
way out from the only interview to 
which b e was ever invited Ijv Presi­ 
dent Buchanan.
